PLUMBERS G0 ON STRIKE 


HOPE TO FORCE A SETTLEMENT 
WITH CONTRACTORS. 


Aggressive Action Taken by Union ‘in 
_ Conformity with Declared Policy of 
‘Building Trades Council, After Fail- 
ure to Reach Agreement with Em- 
-ployers’ Association—Bridge and 
~ Structural Iron Workers to Vote on 
Proposition for Adjustment. 


The first aggressive movement by the 
Building Trades council! against the Build- 
ing Contractors’ council was made last night, 
when the Plumbers’ union ordered a strike 
on all the jobs in the city on which union 
plumbers are employed. The men will not 
return to work this morning, the action be- 
ing intended to become effective immediate- 
il. There are 38 plumbers affected by the; 
order. 4 
_ For several weeks the plumbers have been 
negotiating with the Master Plumbers’ as-. 
sociation for the purpose of reaching a sat- 
isfactory agreement. While the Arbitration 
committees were in session members of the 
union entered the employment of the bosses, 
the latter protesting daily to the members 
of the Contractors’ council that' they had no 
union men in their employ. 


Proposition of the Union. 

In July the union submitted a proposition 
to the contractors that its committee was 
willing to enter into an agreement with them 
at any time, the union to withdraw from the 
Building Trades council and the bosses to 
secede from the Building Contractors’ coun- 
cil. This proposition was debated at some 
length before the master plumbers returned 
a reply to the effect that, inasmuch as the 
prolonged controversy had been started on 
account of troubles existing between the 
plumbers and their employers, it would be 
impossible for the Master Plumbers’ asso- 
clation to withdraw from the central em- 
ployers’ body. af 

Plumbers to Set the Pace. 

When the decisive reply of the employers 
was received the union agreed.that it was 
time to act. The decision of the Building 
Trades council last Friday night to inaugu- 
rate an aggressive campaign against the 
contractors furnished the opportunity, and 
the plumbers agreed to set the pace. It 
took them some time to make up their 
minds, but the decision was unanimous when 
reached. The 350 bers now employed 
will not return to work for one week, and 
unless the contractors come to their terms 
at the end of that time the strike will be pro- 
longed. . 

To Force a Settlement. — 

“We have permitted the contractors to go 
on with their work at our expense only in 
the expectation of securing a settlement 
more quickly,” said Chairman William 
Petrie of the union Arbitration committee. 


] * Now that we know they will not act we in- 


tend to force them to do something. They 
have so much work on hand that they must 
have men to doit. They can get these work- 
men nowhere else than from our union.’”’ 

It was asserted that other unions would 
take similar action soon, and that*the con- 
tractors who have work on hand will find it 
tiled up as completely as it was six months 


Ironworkers to Vote. 

On next Wednesday night it is expected 
that the members of the Bridge and Struc- 
tural Ironworkers’ union will be asked to 
vote upon the ratification of an agreement 
which will be submitted to them-by the 
members‘ of their Arbitration committee. 
This agreement will probably contain a pro- 
vision for the withdrawal of the Bridgemen’s 
union from the Building Trades council. 
The members of the Building Contractors’ 
council believe that it will be approved, but 
several members of the Structural Ironwork- 
ers’ union have expressed doubt as to in- 
dorsement of such an agreement. ee 


Committees Hold Conferences. 

For the last week committees representing 
the Iron league, which is the structural 
iron contractors’ association, and the 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers’ union 
have been meeting in room 905, Chamber of 
Commerce. The bridgemen have been rep- 
resented by Frank M. Ryan and by P. J. 
Dalton, the contractors by Victor Faikeney 
and John Griffiths. Asa result of the daily 
conferences the union and the associations 
have come to an agreement upon every poing 
of difference except one. This is the ques 
tion of the withdrawal of the union from the 
Building Trades council. To this the two 
r members of the union’s committee have ob- 
jected, but their objections are weakening. 
In fact, one of the members of the commit- 
tee expressed himself as believing that the 
usefulness of the Building Trades council 
had passed. ; 

Government Employes Organize. 

’ According to the prediction of Thomas I. 
Kidd, the American Federation of Labor 
will soon have organized a union of govern- 
ment employés. The Mail Carriers’ union 
contemplates withdrawing from the Knights 
of Labor, with which it is now affiliated, and 
joining the American Federation. The con- 
vention of the Mail Carriers’ union will be 
held on Sept. 8 in Detroit. If the conven- 
tion votes to withdraw from the Knights of 
Labor their action will necessitate the re- 
organizetion of that body. John Parsons, 
Master Workman of the Knights of Labor, 
is a member of the Mail Carriers’ union, and 
will be forced to resign his office if his union 
withdraws from the Knights.

REVIEW OF ITS UPBUILDING. 


The Thirtieth Ward is the banner muni- 
cipdl division of Chicago, at least in respect 
to population. The figures given out by the 
government census officials show that ward 
to have a population of 106,124. The resi- 
dents of the ward, which is bounded on the 
east by State street, on the south by Sixty- 
third street, on the north by Forty-seventh 
street, and op ythe west by the city limits, 
are rejoicing. 

The significance of that great number of 
people is grasped when it is remembered . 
it is greater than the population of any coun- 
ty in the State of Illinois with the exception 
of Cook. It is greater than the population 
of Nevada, Wyoming, or Idaho in 1890. 

It is time for the people of the ward to be 
jubilant, for they have been remarkably 
quiet in the past. While the people of other 
wards in the city were claiming supremacy 
in various lines the people of the Thirtieth 
Ward have made no great boasts, and, not 
knowing they were destined to be residents 
of the banner ward, have made no claims. 

The Thirtieth is not the longest ward in 
the city, nor the largest, nor the smallest, 
nor the richest, nor the poorest. There are 
no tremendous industries in the Thirtieth -; 
Ward and few extremely pretentious homes. 
There are miles of railroad tracks, but no 
railroad depots. 

In brief, the Thirtieth is a residence wast, 
inhabited by thousands of well-to-do people, 
a few rich ones, and a few poor ones. All 
are presumably happy. One of the repre- 
sentative men of the ward is State’s Attor- 
ney Charles 8. Deneen, who lives at 532 
West Sixty-first place, in the southern end. 


" Rapid Increase of Population. 

While the people of the Thirtieth Ward 
were keeping quiet and allowing those of 
other wards to do the boasting, the popula- 
tion was rapidly increasing. New street car 
lines were built. Suburban trains. were run 
through the less densely populated portions 
and the wide stretches of prairie 


were covered with buildings. Nearly all of 
these buildings were frame ones, but they 
all contained many people, and so when the 
census enumerators visited the ward they | 
found a population larger than that of any 
ward in the City of Chicago. 

‘Probably’ there is in Chicago no ward 
which is more representative of the entire 
city than is the Thirtieth Ward. Its resi- 
dents claim that it is the most cosmopolitan 
ward in the city, and its politicians say that 
it is one of the most uncertain. 


It is only within the last eleven years that 


the territory now occupied by the Thirtieth 
Ward has been in the limits of the city, and 
the ward itself is only eleven years old. 
When annexed to the city it formed a por- | 
tion of the Town of Lake, and was composed 
of wide prairies, with here and there a few 
cottages. The center of the population was 
east of Wentworth avenue, and the thickly 
‘settled portion of the ward was confined 
within two or three square miles. 


Number to Square Mile. 

The entire area of the ward is somewhat ‘ 
less than twelve square miles. The average 
number of persons inhabiting each square 
mile of territory of the ward is 8,865. It is

‘pared to Believe the 
Are Accurate. 


The announcement of the approximate pop- 
ulation of Chicago ten days ago, made ex- 
elusively in Tap Tripuns, prepared the cit- 
izens for the result; and even those ardent 
patriots who had previously dreamed of 
2,000,000 were not surprised when the official 
figures came in-—scarcely 1,500 different from 
the total announced in E TRIBUNE. 

Acting Mayor Walker has not yet grown to 
he ineyitable in the federal figures. 
h in the federa] census fig- 
ures for Chicago,” said he, ‘I believe it 
was a bungling job. The enumerators have 
missed whole families and have skimmed 
through neighborhoods. There is too great 
a discrepancy between the federa] census 
and the school census. When the national 
enumeration was put to the testin Hyanston 
it was found wanting, and figures showing 
6 per cent more population werefound. Chi- 
cago is a difficult city in which to make an 
enumeration, and it is probable that greater 
errors would occur in taking its population 
than would happen in the count. of a town 
like Eyanston, which is practically open. It. 
is entirely safe to say that if the federal 
census takers overlooked 6 per cent of Ev- 
anston's inhabitants they have overlooked 
a larger number of Chicago residents. With 
a. thousand and one conditions working 
against the enumerator who was not careful 
and was not earnest, it is highly probable 
that 200,000 or 300,000 names escaped in the 
federal count,” 

Griffin Holds to His Point. 

“T have no criticism to pass upon the 
methods of the federal census,’’ said Super- 
visor Stephen D. Griffin of the school cen- 
sus. “I am confident that our work was 
carefully done and the results in the two 
enumerations will have to speak for them- 
selves. We had a smaller number of entu- 
merators at work, but we gave them longer 
time for the count, I am satisfied that we 
reached a result practically correct, Its 
wide divergence from the results of the fed- 
eral census will have to be explained by 
the officials of the government enumera- 
tion.” | 

“The Two Million club will refuse to ac- 
cept the figures of the federal census as a 
correct count of the residents of Chicago,”’ 
said R. C. Givins, President of the Two 
Million elub. * With the school census and 
the directory estimate practically agreeing, 
and both so utterly out of accord with the 
figures of the government count, the in- 
accuracy of the latter is beyond question. A 
recount by the government no doubt is a 
thing impossible to hope for, and Chicago 
can only insist that its counting was badly 
done, and that it has 800,000 inhabitants 
more than the government will te it credit 


cer.” 
Other People Satisfied. 
Luther Laflin Mills said: ‘‘ The increase 
of approximately 600,000 in the population 


of Chicago is most remarkable. It shows 
the city has grown to a gréat extent and will 


continue to do so. The increase is a fayora- 
ble augury for the future.”’ 
Ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins said: Chica- 


go eventually will have more people than 
New York if it continues to increase the pop- 
ulation over half a million in every ten years. 
It is a wonderful growth, and every person 
who ts interested in the eity should he glad 
of it. I have no doubt that there are more 
persons in the city than could be counted 
exactly, but the figures showed the town 
to have enough.*~ The city will keep on in- 
creasing its inhabitants until the, 2,000,000 
mark soon will be passed."’ | 

John R. Walsh said: “ The population 
announced by the census office and the ten 
years’ increase are great. I am glad to hear 
it. Of course, the population mark will con- 
tinue to climb, and no doubt there soon will 
be nearly 2,000,000 here,"’ | : 


GILBERT DEFENDS HIS WORK. 


Census Supervisor Points Out Unrea- 
sonableness of Complaints and 
Other Figures. | 

“TT @m not surprised at the returns and 
would not have been had they been more or 
less, as we kept no figures in the office on 
which we could base an estimate of the 
city’s population,” said Census Enumerator 
George F. Gilbert last night. “‘ The census 
is absolutely correct and I am satisfied that 
we did not miss many persons in the general 
registration. | 

“ While the city diseetory ple and the 
school enumerators claimed that the popula- 
tion of the city would exceed 2,000,000, I 
was satisfied all the time that our figures 
would show a correct enumeration. We 
took the eity by election districts, and 
throughout every attention possible was 
paid to details. If a complaint were made 
that a person had not been visited the name 
was taken and a special agent was sent to 
investigate the matter. We welcomed these 
complaints because it enabled us to reach 
all those persons who were likely to be over-° 
ro eg in the haste to complete the dis- 
tricts. 

“ The claim is made that we are at least 
300,000 persons short in our enumeration. 
If the people who make this assertion would 
stop to consider that such a deficit would 
mean that each enumerator missed 270 peo- 
ple in his district they would wonder how 
such a thing could be possibile. There were 
no.complaints at all from the majority of 
the districts, and I know they were abso- 
lutely correct. Henee, if the deficit that

First, 
the firm is given, then the name and resi- 
dence of each mefthber of the firm. One 
name would be lost tn each instance of this 
kind, so that the deficit would be large. 


Then the directory contains many names 


of persons who transact business in the city 
and live in the suburbs. :

MANY PEOPLE IN THE SUBURBS. 
Large Number of Persons Really Be- 
g to Chicago Have Homes 


Out of City Limits. 


More than 115,000 people live in the suburbs 
surrounding Chicago, according to the fig- 
ures of the school census which have been 
placed in the hands of County Superinten- 
dent Bright. Heads of many of these fam- 
ilies, havipe their offices in Chicago, are as 
much a part of its population as citizens 
residing within the city limits, but of course 
they are not counted in the city's enumera- 
tion, The school census for the county 


‘apart from Chicago was taken by townships 


and school districts without regard to towns. 

Follewing is a list of suburbs as compiled 
from the school census returns, the method 
of taking the census necessitating in sonre 
ee that several suburbs be given to- 
gether:

The foregoing figures do not include the 
purely rural population of Cook County. 
They are an attempt to estimate the persons 
who live in villages and smaller cities, a 
great share of whem have business connec- 
tions in Chicago. 

The total population of Cook County, 
when it is announced, is Hkely to reach 
150,000, outside of Chicago. 

In 1880 the census gave Cook County, ex- 
clusive of Chicago, 104,840 population; in 
1800 the population was 92,072. The reason 
for the apparent drop in the decade was the 
fact that large districts in the first instance 
counted as rural had been added to the city - 
before 1800. 


BRONX MAKES BIG INCREASE. 
This Part of Greater New York Gains 


\ in Population at Rate of 127.70 


Per Cent. 


New York, Aug. 20.—[Special.)—Popula- 
tion in Bronx borough increased 127.70 per 
cent from 1890 to 1900. Manhattan popu- 
lation increased during the same period 29.02 
per cent. 

These figures are the missing links in the 
twelfth census reports from Washington. 
They explain much mystery that perplexed 
real éstate and other interests by the bare 
announcement that the population of the 
greater city had increased 37.9 per cent. 

The census figures confused instead of 
elucidating the actual population growth of 
the city, according to experts frem the sep- 
arate boroughs. President James L. Wells 
of the North Side Board of Trade, declares 
the reports were particularly unjust to 
Bronx in that they failed to define the per- 


centage of its increase compared with other 


boroughs. The census reports, all unite 
Manhattan and Bronx as one district, Mr. 
Wells has recéived personal reports from 


the eleventh census and the records bear out _ 


his figures, showing the Bronx increase to 
be 127.70 per |

Another Type of Dwelling. 

From Wentworth avenue to Halsted street 
another type of dwelling is more numerous. 
The houses in these sections are also built 
of frame, but they are more pretentious.

‘There are miles upon miles of railroad 
tracks within the Thirtieth Ward.

In- 
diana, the Pennsylvania, the Erie, the Chi- 
cago and Bastern Illinois, and of several 
other roads pass through the ward. At 
West Fifty-first street the tracks occupy 
three blocks and thousands of rallroad cars 
are switching to and fro.

SETS POLITICIANS, FIGURING, 


Publication of Census Figures Encour- 
ages Speculation as to Congress- 

men and Legislators. 

The publication of the official census fig-- 

ures, showing a gain of 598,725 for Chicago 

in the last ten years, set the managers at 

both Republican and Democratic State head- 


quarters figuring yesterday on Illinois’ rep- 


resentation in Congress after the next ap- 
portionment and Chicago's representation 
in the State Legislature. All agreed that 
Illinois will gain at least one member of 
Congress, and perhaps two, while Cook 
County will certainly have a much larger 
representation at Springfield. 

By the census of 1890 Illinois gained two 
members of Congress as a result of a gain 
in population of approximately 750,000. 
When the figures for the entire State are 
in, no doubt it will be found that Illinois 
has gained as much,if not more, during the 
last ten years as between 1880 and 1890. 


May Change the Basis. ; 
This does not necessarily mean that it will 


gain as many members of Congress as it 
‘did then, for when Congress comes to make 


the apportionment among the various States 
it may make the basis of representation 
larger than it did ten years ago. In fact, it 
must do this if it would keep its own body 
from being too unwieldly in size. The opin- 
ion around both headquarters yesterday 
was that while Illinois will probably get 
one more member of Congress, or twenty- 
three in all, it will not gain two. 

That extra member will, of course, have to 
come from Cook County, as it is in Chicago 
that the greatest gain in population wil! 
have taken place, and Chicago will have 
eight members of Congress instead of seven. ' 
As a matter of fact, it ought to have had 
eight on the last apportionment, but the 
Legislature would not grant it. 


As to the Legislature. 


The matter, however, which is intereati 
the politicians of both parties wen Bia 
than the Congressional representation is the 
legislative one. Under the State econstitu- 
tion Illinois must be divided inte fifty-one 
Senatorial districts, as nearly equal in popu- 
lation as possible. Under the present ap- 
portionment fifteen of these fifty-one dis- 
tricts, or not quite one-third, are in Cook 
Pein With the added population in Chi- 
cago, however, which this census will show 
as well as the increase in Evanston and 
other towns in Cook County, thisrepresenta- 
tion will have to be increased so that, instead 
of fifteer Senatorial districts, Cook County 
will have at least twenty, and perhaps more. 

if Chicago gains in numbers in the Legis- 
lature other sections of the State, particular- 
ly the southern part, where the gain in popu- 
lation is always slight, must lose, as there 
can be only fifty-one districts in the State. 
This is going to make trouble when it be- 
comes necessary to redistrict the State. The 
country sections: have always been jealous 
ef the growing strength of Chicago. In fact 
frequent proposals have been made to limit 
the number of districts which Cook County 
can have, and it is always with a bad grace 
that most of the country meniters vote for 
an apportionment bill which gives Chicago 
an increase in the number of its Reprasenta- 
tives and Senators in the Legislature. .

The members of the committee arrived in 
Chicago last night on a genera! inspection 
of all the harbors and channels of the great 
lakes. Their inspection of the Chicago har- 
bor and river and the sanitary canal, while 
being but a detail of their work, is expected 
by them to furnish light on many problems 
with which Congress will have to deal next 
winter. 


Members Favor the Waterway. 


The members of the committee expressed 
themselves as favoring the deep waterway 
project should a government survey of the 
entire course of the proposed route prove it 
feasible. The Sanitary trustees are confl- 
dent that the trip down the canal today at 
least will have the result of stimulating Con- 
gress to begin a survey of the water route.

The party will leave at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing on the tugboats Juliet and Hinda from 
the foot of La Salle street. Besides the Sani- 
tary Trustees as hosts will be Major Willard, 
government engineer, and Engineer Ran- 
doiph. Thé tugs first will sail out the river 
and along the lake front. Captain Dunham, 
as the representative of the Chicago River 
Improvement association, will point out the 
need of improvéments in the Chicago River 
and harbor. The course then will be re- 
traced and the two boats will be directed to- 
ward Lockport. At Lockport Engineer Ran- 
dolph will show the committee the scheme 
of operating the big dams. The trustees at 
Lockport will endeavor to convince the Con- 
gressmen that the work which Chicago has 
already accomplished is sufficient demon- 
stration of the practicability of extending 
the canal’ 289 miles farther to the mouth of 
the Illinois River. 

Congressman Burton, chairman of the com- 
mittee, sajd the committee had agreed to 
give no positive expression of its views on 
the practicability of the deep waterway 
project until the investigation had been 
made and the results had ‘been considered at 
Washington. ‘* The scheme has been laid 
before us in a general way,”’ he said, “* but as 
yet we have not been shown that it is even 
possible. In the abstract we favor the plan. 
The canal if built would be an advantage to 
the nation, and the argument being made in 
its favor is not offered by Chicago alone.” 


Opinions of the Congressmen. 
Congressman Reeves said: 
“We will examine the canal expecially 

with references to its commercial possibili- 
ties. The committee is well aware of the 
purpose of the deep waterway. The scheme 
in the abstract was fully exploited before 
the committee before it started on its tour. 
We have decided that if it is possible of con- 


sideration of its cost will bring it about 
sooner than would simply talk.’ 

Congressman Alexander said: 

“Congress has yet to be shown that the 
deep waterway is possible of construction. 
I may say I will favor the project on general 
principles unless it be shown to me imprac- 
ticable.’’

Chairman 
Burton said a completé survey of the water 
route from Lockport to the mouth of the 
Illinois River would cost $250,000.

The ordinance is to limit the 
hours in which the hand organ men can 
play, to keep them away from schoolhouses, 
and prevent their asking for money for their 
performances, and also requiring them to 
take out a license from the city, to cost $10. 
Consequently, the sorrow, the gloom, the 
deep, pervading woe at 337 South Jefferson 
street. 


It is at 887 South Jefferson street that | 


more than fifteen organs are herded togeth- 
er. They are the big double-barrel piano 
kind, and the place is the headquarters of 
the industry in Chicago. Yesterday after- 
noon Fredericko Papa, the father of the 
hand organ industry in Chicago, and the 
proprietor of 837 and patron of all hand or- 
gan grinders, was greatly perturbed. * 
Tunes to Fit the Occasion. 

Two piano organs which were being exer- 
cised in the backyard before going out on 
the street were playing “Up Against the 
Real Thing Now’’ and “ How Can I Bear 
to Leave Thee?’ Giuseppi Nassi was de- 
claring “It is aeta de right. It is mucha 
de wrong,’ and the only monkey on the 
place was apparently trying to hang himself 
with a clothes line, in a fit of suicidal mel- 
ancholla.

Mr. Papa said that while his name was 
what it was, still he wished to deny that 
he was the father of the hand organ in- 
dustry as has been charged.

Papa appears to be the head of a trust con- 
trolling the hand organ industry in Chicago.

CITY LOSES THIRTY PER CENT. 


Total Property Assessment Much Low- 
er This Year than Last—Figures 
by President Upham. 


City Hall offictals were informed yesterday 


by President Upham of the Board of Review 


that the total property assessment, real and 
personal, for 1900 would not be more than 
$242,000,000 for Cook County. The total as- 
sessment last year was $345,000,000. The 
difference means a reduction of 30 per cent 
in taxes in the city and a consequent loss to 
the city of that much. 

The budget passed by the Council in April 
called for $18,000,000. Of that amount $10,- 
000,000 will go to the public schools, $1,320,- 
000 will go to the interest and sinking fund, 
and $263,000 to the Public Library. The law 
entitles the city to 2 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of the county, which would only 
yield the city $4,840,000, less the cost of col- 
lection. 

The amount of revenue coming into the city 
from fees and other sources would increase 
that amount to $9/000,000. It is stated by 
Acting Controller Frost thac the city cannot 
be properly handled and managed on less 
than $12,000,000.

Chairman James K. Jones of the Demo- 
cratic National committee has always been 
accused of being a trifie slow, but it is gen- 
erally supposed that he reads the daily 
papers.

| weékly or the Congressional Record for his 


information of current affairs is not yet 
plain. 

For several weeks the papers have been 
telling about the trouble between the print- 
ing firm of W. B. Conkey and the union 
printers. All last week at the convention 
of the International Typographical union at 
Milwaukee the matter was discussed, par- 
ticularly with reference to the fact that the 
Conkey company was the publisher of 
Bryan's book, “ The Second Battle.” The 
matter took on such a strong political 


‘phase that Willis J. Abbot went to Milwau- 


kee to present the Democratic side of the 
case and argue that Mr. Bryan was not to 
blame for employing a non-union publisher. 
All of this was duly chronicled in Tue 
TRIBUNE and other papers from day to day. 
Last Friday a representative of the Con- 
key company called on Chairman Jones 
with a copy of the book and secured from 
him a written indorsement of the work as 
a campaign document. Yesterday, when this

William M. Johnson of Hackensack, N. J., 
the President of the New Jersey State Sen- 
‘ate, has been tendered and has accepted the 
office of First Assistant Postmaster General, 
made vacant by the resignation of Perry 
Heath.

Mr. Johnson, who was born in Newtown, 
N. J., in 1874, is the son of W. 8. Johnson, 
Secretary of State for New Jersey from 1861 
to 1865. He was graduated from Princeton 
in 1867 and was admitted to the Trenton bar 
in 1870«-In 1874 he removed to Hackensack 
and built up a lucrative law practice. He 
was a friend of the late William Walter 
Phelps and is a trustee of the Phelps estate. 

For several years Mr. Johnson served on 
the Republican State committee, and In 1888 
was a delegate to the national convention. 
In 1895 he was elected a State Senator, being 
the first Republican so honored by Bergen 
County.

Other Isolated Forces in the Philip- 
pines May Meet the Same Fate—Story 


of the Engagement in Which Thirty | 


United States Soldiers Give Battle 
to 600 Well Armed Insurgent Troops 
Is Fall of Incidents of Heroism—Na- 
tives Build Strong Intrenchments. 


MANILA, July 15.—[Correspondence.}]— 
It has been expected that some of the 275 


garrisons the United States troops main- 


tain in these islands would sooner or later 
be surrounded by the enemy and attacked 
with such determination and advantage in 
point of numbers and ground that the Amer- 


ican soldiers would be powerless to resist 


the onslaught. This has happened at Catu- 
big, on the Island of Samar, and the detach- 
ment of the Forty-third Volunteer Infan- 
try, the troops in question, lost twenty out 
of its thirty men. No one is surprised at 
this result, considering the circumstances, 


but surprise is manifested that a similar | 


fate has not overtaken other small garri- 
sons in isolated towns. 
The official report of the Catubig incident 


‘In the Catubig engagement, in which the 
insurgents numbered about 600 men, with 
200 rifles and one cannon, our men gave a 
heroic account of themselves by killing more 

y Our loss was nineteen killed and 
five wounded. 

“The detachment was at the time quar- 
tered in the convent. At 5 p. mi, April 15, 
almost simultaneously, fire was opened upon 
it from the hills on both sides, as well as 
from every available part of the town. It 
continued all day and night, and was vigor- 
ously resumed at 5 o’clock the following 
morning. At 8 a. m. the cannon began firing 
nails, pieces of chain, and iron scraps. 


Routed from Shelter by Flame. 
“This sort of attack continued until the 
third day, when a large number of the in- 
surgents got into the adjoining church. With 
ten volunteers Sergeant George charged on 
the church, killing a large number of men, 
but he could not hold it. From the windows 


the insurgents threw a quantity of hemp | 


saturated with kerosene against the side 


_of the convent and thus set it on fire. 


‘As this building soon became untenable 
the detachment attempted to escape to the 
river and cross it, and here met its first 
considerable logses. All of the men of the

Carson, and fifteen privates attempted to 
get into a boat and in so doing they were 
killed.

Russia, Mr. Ralph quotes the diplomat as 
gaying, has passed the word all over her 
ciroult of influence that America is growing 
too English, and that every effort that can 
be put forth must ‘be exerted to break the 
harmony and good feeling between the two 
nations. 

“ This new attitude has been adopted,” the 
diplomat explains, *‘ partly in the interests 
of France, but more largely in general con- 
tinental behalf. The policy arrived at a few 
months ago when the Boers, having plotted, 
declared, and begun war. on Great Britain, 
began to wish they had not done so, and be- 
gan to foment all Europe in hostility against 
Great Britain. Having argued that the 
Boers were worthy of sympathy as the un- 
der dog in the struggle, these countries have 
now effected so great a moral combination 
against England that it is she who is now 
the under dog. She bas no first-class power 
except America which offers her the slight- 
est ground of hope for friendly bearing 
towards her in case the bitter feeling of to- 
day generates into war against her tomor- 


row. 
To Isolate Great Britain. 


“ Russia's plan,” says the diplomat re- 
ferred to, “ encouraged by Austria, France, 
and Germany, is to strip Great Britain 
-maked of support before such a war begins. 

“It was thought on the continent a few 
months ago that France might make the at- 
tack. I believe that danger is over. It has 
been dissipated by the trouble in China, 
} whtoh gives the French people the distrac- 
tion their government desired. 

“It was in view of the possibility of war 
between France and Great Britain that the 
project of a Russo-American alliance was 
set in motion. Were such an alliance to be 
effected England would be deprived -not 
only of her sole hope of assistance but of the 
greatest source of food, for when all other 
“ocean lanes were blocked against her Amer- 
fean ships could still bring foodstuffs‘to her 

by northerly routes, too far removed from 
the busiest ocean channels to be policed by 
any navy or combination of any two navies 
now existing. 

“ True, the financial loss to America, were 
she to enter such an agreement, would be in- 
calculable. It would lose for that country 
her greatest chance to enrich herseif, but 
Russia fancies this point would be over- 
looked or would be regarded as a subordi- 
nate interest in an alliance so grandly moral 
and so purely pious.” 


Russia Balked So Far. 

In reply to Mr. Ralph's question as to how 
the project was progressing, the diplomat 
said not satisfactory to Russia thus far. The 
opposition met with, he said, was the tre- 
mendous weight of American sagacity. 

This led the diplomat to unfold a bit of 
political history hitherto unpublished. 

“The Russians,” said he, “ vacated the 
best position which any country enjoyed 
in competition for American regard and 
threw away American friendship when 
America went to war with Spain. When that 
war was declared, Count Mouravieff and the 
Russian Cabinet felt like the German states- 
man who deéClared that the United States 
was a huge, shapeless monster, which might 
some day wrest the mastery of the world 
from the European powers if not throttled 
there and then. It was Russia who con- 
ceived and tried to ripen the plan for a 
European commination against the United 
States. 

. “At that time all the powers in Europe 
were sounded and all welcomed the idea 
except England. Some countries, like Aus- 
tria, grew hot and excited for its fruition. 
It pleased Germany. France played the 
more eager as might be expected, but 
England broke up the plot. She acknowl- 
edged her friendship for America, and the 
government at Washington knows what 
valuable practical apatetance it got from 
England. > 

Russia’s Fantastic Belief. 


“From that time until the two Spanish 
fleets were blown off the face of the water, 
checked and plainly beaten, though she was, 
Russia still worked ahead for crippling 
America. It was her fantastic belief—and 
this gained ground in Vienna and Berlin— 
that the Southern States of America would 
seize the chance to reopen their rebellion 
and break the Republican confederation. 
Dangling this hope before the European 
powers, Russia persisted by back door 
means as well as by front door ones in her 
extraordinary ‘activity against the great 


republic, 


“JT assure you this must be well known to 
the government at Washington as in all the 


courts of Europe.”’ 

As a sort of confirmation of the diplomat’s 
statements; Mr. Ralph cites the fact thata 
singularly pro-Russian paper in New York 
is' making the project of a Russo-American 
alliance conspicuous in both its editorial and 


news columns.

Pleased with United States.

‘pose in landing a large number of troops 
there. One of the principal aims of Ger- 
man diplomacy just now is to prevent the 
United States from swimming in the English 
keelwater. Germany urgently wishes con- 
tinued codperation with the United States, 
fearing that the withdrawal of the Amer- 
ican troops will give the signal for a dissolu- 
tion of the European concert. 

In this connection it is signficant that 
Count von Waldersee paid his first official 
call at the American embassy, waiting forty- 
eight hours before visiting the representa- 
tives of other nations. 


Criticism for Waldersee. 

Waldersee’s continued imitation of ex- 
alted example in seizing every opportunity 
to make a speech is eliciting criticism from 
the press of all political shades.

The first results of this recovery, so far as 
railway transportation was concerned, were 
seen in the last report, and the period of 
recovery which then began has continued 
until the present time. The year covered by 
by. | this report has been an unusually »pros- 

perous one to the railways: The number of 
. | Trailways placed ‘under the charge of re- 
ceivers during the year was sixteen, and the | 
| number removed from their management 
| Was thirty-nine. The operated mileage of | 

the roads under receiverships on June 30, 
1899, wag 9,858 miles, of which 7,225.62 miles 
was owned mileage. 

The te railway mileage on June 80, 
1800, was 199,204.66, showing an increase 

808.84 miles as compared with the pre- 
\Vious year. This increase is greater than 
‘tor any year since 18938. The number of 
railway corporations on Jiine 80, 1899, was 
2,049, there being practically fio change as 
compared with the previous year. Of these 
1,064 are classed .as operating roada,. the 
test being that they maintain operating ac- 
counts. This shows an increase of fifteen 
as compared with the previous year. The 
export; . — number of subsidiary roads on June 

80, 1899, was 768, an increaseof four as com- 
pared with the previous year. ' 

Thirty-five roads, with an owned mileage 
of 8,570.80 miles, have been reorganized dur- 
‘Ing the year, and twenty roads, with an 

éage of 713.12 miles, have been 
consolidated, and forty-two roads, with an 
owned mileage of 1,987.51 miles, have been 
merged into some other corporation for pur- 
poses of operation,. The aggregate mileage 
affected by reorganizations, consolidations, |
